RESOLUTION 


No.2/1/2006-Hindi: The Ministry of Water Resources, Government of India has hereby, 
decided to introduce an award scheme to encourage the writing of books originally in Hindi on 
subjects related to water. 

OBJECTIVE 


2. The main objective of this scheme is to encourage the original writing of books in Hindi 
on subjects related to water. For this purpose, awards will be given to the best authors for 
original writing of books in Hindi on these subjects. 

ELIGIBILITY 

3. Indian citizens only shall be eligible for the Award. Central and State Government 
officers shall also be eligible to participate in this award scheme. 

SUBJECT 


4. Awards will be given every year for the writing of original books in Hindi on the 
following subjects related to water. 

1. Requirement of Water for crops.- 

2. Artificial recharge of Water. 

3. Ground Water pollution and its remedies. 

4. Roof top rain water harvesting. 

5. Water management. 

6. Water resources of India. 

7. Conjunctive use of surface and Ground Water. 

8. Development, Planning and Investigation of Water Resources. 

9. Hydrological surveys and observations. 

10. Assessment of Ground Water Resources. 

11. Water logging and Drainage. 

12. Reservoir Planning. 

13. Command Area Development. 

14. Reservoir Sediment. 

15. Flood control. 

Note: Books written on other allied subjects not specified above may also be considered 
provided these books basically relate to the water. 

5. Provided that any book written under a contract with the Government or Under any 
other Government Scheme shall not be, eligible for the award. 
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6. Provided also that keeping in view the circumstances, the Evaluation Committee 
recommends more than Six books written on Water subject for grant of awards in a 
particular year, Government of India may also grant more than Six awards that year* 

7. Author of the book, shall submit 10 copies of the book whether in manuscript or printed 
form to the Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of Water Resources, Shram 
Shakti Bhawan, Rafi Marg, New Delhi, by the date prescribed for the purpose. 

8. Books/Manuscripts submitted after the stipulated date shall not be considered for grant 
of award that year. 

9. Government may at its own initiative include any book for consideration for grant of 
award. 

10. The authors shall retain a copyright on the books/manuscripts submitted for 
consideration for grant of award. 

11. Books/manuscripts written or published during the proceeding year on the prescribed 
date of the year for submission of the books/manuscripts shall only be considered for the 
grant of the award. 


12. Books/manuscripts once considered for the purpose of grant of award shall not be 
eligible for consideration in the following years. 

13. How many books/manuscripts once considered for grant of award in a particular year, 
will be based on the recommendation of the evaluation committee! 

14. In case, the Evaluation Committee does not find any book suitable for the grant of the 
award iri a particular year, no award shall be given during the year. However, the 
Government of India, on the advice of the Evaluation Committee may give consolation 
prize to any or all authors who have submitted books/manuscripts on the basis of 
quality, content, literary competence of the same provided that the amount of 
consolation prize to be given for books/ manuscripts on any one subject related to water 
shall not exceed Rs.5000/- (five thousand only.) 

15. The Books/Manuscripts submitted for consideration for grant of award shall be 
evaluated by the Evaluation Committee with the following members: 


1. Joint Secretary (Admn.), Mirt of WR 

2. Commissioner (PP), Min. of WR 

3. Commissioner (PR), Min. of WR 

4. Commissioner (Ground water), Min. of WR - 

5. Director/Joint Director (OL), Min. of WR -

The Recommendation of the committee will be submitted to the Secretary(WR) for 
approval. 


CO-OPTED MEMBERS 

If required, the committee may co-opt specialists on subjects related to water as 
members of the committee. 
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In case a member of the Evaluation committee is being considered for grant of the 
award, such person shall cease to be member of the Evaluation committee and Government of 
India may invite some other person to function on his place as member of the committee. 


The decision of the Evaluation committee shall be final.
